The infamous barbarity to which a poor 
man not able io discharge a pecuniary obli- 
gation is liable at the hands of a soulless 
creditor, where the law for imprisonment 
for debt prevails, is painfully illustrated la- 
the following tragic occurrence in Boston ;
